ie^W/ADD.- Having regard to the Customs Tariff Act 1975 as amended in 1995 and the 

customs Tariff (Identification, Assessment and Collection of Anti Dumping Duty on Dumped 

Articles and for Determination of Injury) Rules, 1995, thereof: 

A PROCEDURE 

The procedure described below has been followed with regard to the investigations: 

i. The Designated Authority (hereinafter referred to as Authority), under the Rules 
received written application from M/s. Tata Pharma Limited & M/s. IPCA 
Laboratories Limited, on behalf of the domestic industry, alleging dumping of 
Choloroquine Phosphate originating in or exported from the People's Republic of 
China (referred to as China PR hereinafter); 

it. The Authority, on the basis of sufficient evidence submitted by the petitioner, 
decided to initiate investigations against imports of Choloroquine Phosphate from 
China PR. The Authority notified the Embassy of China PR about the receipt of 
dumping allegation before proceeding to initiate the investigations in accordance 
with sub-rule 5(5) of the Rules; 

Hi. The Authority Issued a public notice dated 19 ,h February, 1998 published in the 
Gazette of India, Extraordinary, initiating anti-dumping investigations concerning 
imports of Choloroquine Phosphate, classified under custom sub-headings 2939.21 
of Customs Tariff Act, 1975, originating in or exported from China PR; 

iv. The Authority forwarded n copy of the public notice to the known exporters (whose 
details were made available by the petitioner) and Industry associations and gave 
them an opportunity to make their views known in writing in accordance with the rule 


The Authority forwarded a copy of the public notice to the known importers of 
Choloroquine Phosphate jn India and advised them to make their views known in 
writing with In forty days from the date of the letter; 

Request was made to the Central Board of Excise and Customs (CBEC) to arrange 
details of imports of Choloroquine Phosphate for the past three years, including the 
period of investigation; 

The Authority provided a copy of the petition to the known exporter and the 
Embassy of China PR In accordance with rules 6(3) supra; 
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viii. The Authority sent questionnaire, to elicit relevant Information, to the following 
exporters of China PR, in accordance with the Rule 6(4). 

(a) Zhongxi Pharmaceutical Co. Ltd., China. 

(b) Chongoing No 5 Pharmaceutical Factory, China. 

(c) Schweizer hall Pharma Limited, Hong Kong. 

(d) Unico & Co., Hong Kong. 


ix. The Embassy of the subject country in New Delhi was informed about the Initiation 
of the investigations in accordance with rule 6(2) with a request to advise the 
exporters/producers from their country to respond to the questionnaire within the 
prescribed time. A copy of the letter, petition and questionnaire sent to the exporter 
was also sent to the Embassy, along with a list of known exporter/producer; 

x. A questionnaire was sent to the following known importers of Choloroquine 
Phosphate in India calling for necessary information in accordance with rule 6(4): 

a) M/s. Kallnyec Ltd., Mumbai. 

b) M/s. Micro Labs. Limited, Mosur. 

c) M/s. Vipul Trading Co., Daman. 

d) M/s Greaves Pharma Ltd..Rajasthan. 

No information was, however, filed by any importer. 

xl Investigation was carried out for the period from starting I* 1 April 1996 to 30 ,h June 
1997; 

B. PETITIONER'S VIEWS 

2. The petitioner have raised the following issues in their petition: 

(a) The Chinese imports have risen sharply from 34.623 MTs In 1994-95 to 176.488 
MTs In 1995-96. 

(b) The exports price of Choloroquine Phosphate from China PR has declined from 
Rs.892 per Kgs. in 1994-95 to Rs.732 per Kgs. In 1995-96. It marginally increased 
thereafter to Rs. 768 Kgs. in 1996-97. 

(c) The combined sales of the petitioners has fallen sharply from 174 MTs in 1994-95 
to Rs. 148 MTs in 1995-96 and further declined to 79 MTs in 1996-97. The 
average domestic selling price of the product has declined from Rs. 1368 per Kgs. 
in 1994-95 to Rs.1169 per Kgs. in 1996-97 and has further gross to Rs.946 In 
Feb/March, 1997 leading to financial losses to the domestic industry. 

C. VIEWS QF EXPORTERS, IMPORTERS AND OTHER INTERESTED PARTIES 

3. None of the importers or other interested parties have responded to the notices of 
initiation of the Anti-Dumping Investigations. No response was received from any of 
the exporters referred to above except M/s, Shanghai Zhongxi Pharmaceutical Co. 
Ltd.(SZPC). The exporter in their response has mentioned as under:- 

(i) M/s. Tata Pharma Limited, one of the petitioner in the present investigations has 
been taken over by another company M/s. Workhardt Limited. In view of the same, 
the Designated Authority may reconsider the standing of the petitioner for the 
present investigation.

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(il) The exporters furnished the invoice-wise details of exports made to India during the 
POI. The list furnished by the exporters included Imports of 6,500 Kgs. of 
Choloroquine Phosphate during the period of investigation by the M/s. IPCA Ltd, 
the petitioners. 

D EXAMINATION OF THE ISSUES RAISED 

4. The submissions made by the interested parties have been exemined and are 
discussed herein under. 

E. PRODUCT UNDER CONSIDERATION 

5. The product under consideration in the present investigations is Choloroquine 
Phosphate originating in or exported from China PR. Choloroquine Phosphate is a 
pharmaceutical product and Is used in Anti Malaria formulations. Chloroquine 
Phosphate is classified under the Customs Sub-Heading No. 2939.21 of the 
Customs Tariff Act. 

F. DOMESTIC INDUSTRY 

6. The present petitioner has been filed by M/s. Tata Pharma Limited and M/s. IPCA 

Limited, who represented the domestic Industry at the time of Initiation of the 
present Investigation. The exporters M/s. SZPC Limited, In their response, claimed 
that M/s. Tata Pharma Ltd has since been taken over by another company M/s. 
Workhardt Ltd. and the other petitioners M/s. IPCA Ltd. was Importers of the 
product during the POI. ^ 

7. In order to verify the factual position in the matter, a reference was made to M/s. 
IPCA Ltd to confirm the imports of the product during the period of investigation. 
However, no response was received to the same by the Authority from M/s. IPCA 
Ltd. In view of the factual position on imports having not been denied by M/s. IPCA 
Ltd., the Authority holds that M/s. IPCA Ltd. had imported the product during the 
period of Investigation as per evidence furnished by the exporters M/s. SZPC Ltd. 

8. Rule 2(b) of the Anti-Dumping Rules defines the scope of a domestic industry and 
the said rules provides that the producers are related to the exporters or importers 
of the alleged dumped articles or are themselves importers thereto, such producers 
shall be deemed not to form a part of the domestic industry. In view of said rules, 
the Authority decided to exclude M/s. IPCA Ltd from the scope of domestic industry 
in the present investigation. 

9. The Designated Authority was further informed that there are other producers of the 
product under consideration having significant capacities. These included M/s. 
Mangalam Limited and M/s. Bengal Immunity Limited. The information with regard 
to the production capacity and the actual production of these producers of 
Choloroquine Phosphate was not made available to the Designated Authority by the 
petitioners, at the time of initiation of the investigations. The Authority further took 
up the matter with regard to the. existing producers and the capacities of 
Choloroquine Phosphate in India with the appropriate Authorities. It was further 
informed to the Designated Authority that another producer M/s. IDPL Limited had 
produced 22.90 MTs. of the Choloroquine Phosphate during 1996-97 


10. The factual position with regards to the actual production of Choloroquine 
Phosphate during the period of Investigation was not made available to the 
Designated Authority by the petitioners despite being provided^Wlth an opportunity 
to do so. Keeping in view the additional production capacity and actual production 
in respect of M/s. Mangalam Limited, M/s, Bengal Immunity Limited and M/s. IDPL 
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Limited, and further with the exclusion of M/s. IPCA Limited from the scope of the 
domestic industry being the importers of Choloroquine Phosphate during the POI, 
the only petitioner M/s. Tata Pharma do not have the requisite support to represent 
the domestic industry in the present investigation, as required under the Rules. 


11 . The information was also solicited by the Designated Authority from M/s. Tata 
Pharma Limited regarding the factual position of the company having been taken 
over by M/s. Workhardt Limited and a confirmation that M/s. Workhardt Limited had 
not imported the product during the POI. No information in this regard was made 
available by M/s. Tata Pharma Limited despite periodic follow up by the Authority. 


G. OTHER RELEVANT INFORMATION ON INJURY:- 


12 . In order to substantiate injury to the domestic industry from the alleged dumped 
imports, the information was solicited from the petitioners regarding the details on 
cost of production of the domestic industry during the period of Investigation 
alongwlth supporting details. However, the information in this regard was also not 
made available to the Designated Authority by the petitioners. 

H. CONCLUSIONS: . 

13. The Rule 6(8) of the Anti-Dumping Duty Rules under Customs Tariff Act,1975, 
stipulates that the cases wherein an interested party refuses access to, or otherwise 
does not provide necessary inforamtion within a reasonable period , or significantly 
impedes the investigation, the Designated Authority may record its findings on the 
basis of the facts available to It and make such recommendations to the Central 
Government as it deems fit under such circumstances. In the present investigation, 
the petitioners had failed to furnish the information requisioned by the Designated 
Authority, as mentioned above. In view of the non-cooperation of the petitioners, 
the specific issues in the present Investigation like dumping, injury and causal link 
could not be examined conclusively by the Designated Authority. The Designated 
Authority has therefore decided to close the present investigation.
